In Kansas City the temperature was 


92 at 11 a. in., slightly lower than yes- 
terday but with indications for fair and 
continued warm weather in this part o{ 
the country. The rain reported in Kan- 
sas for the past 12 hours takes in seven 
counties in the eastern part-of the state 
from Alcbison down to the Oklahoma 
line. At Parsons, it was the first of any 
consequence in seven weeks. At Inde- 
pendence, on the Oklahoma line there 
was a regular down pour. Some hail 
fell, but not enough to do any damage. 


At Lawrence, rain was expected but 


failed to materialize'and the mercury re- 
mained above 80 all niy'nt. 


ST. LOUIS, July 23.—During the past 


24 hours eight deaths from the heat and 
many prostrations have been reported. 
A cooling breeze during the early hours 
displaced the insufferable heat of the 
night. 


At 10 a. m. the mercury registered 92 


against 100 yesterday. 


OMAHA, July 23.—With a record of 


nine deaths and thirteen prostrations for 
Omaha and vicinity for the last lifi hours, 
today opened with a cloudy sky and the. 
mercury registered 82 at 7 a. m. 


NEW YORK, July i3.—The tempera- 


ture here at 10 o'clock this morning was 
84 degrees. The humidity was CO per 
cent.

es in the Chamber of Commerce justify a 
growing feur thut the corn crop will real- 
ly be n failure, -ind that the spring wheat 
crop will 
not 
be realized. The local 


thunderstorms of last week gave sor.ie 
encouragement to grain men, bin the 
succession of very hot days which fol- 
lowed is reported to have olTset the good 
done by the rains, anil now the crop is 
said to he in alxnit the snine condition 
as before the rains came. 


The tobacco buyers arc not yet ready 


to concede the crop even a partial fail- 
ure. It is admitted that the outlook at 
the present is poor, but an expert at 
the Schuster company's warehouse yes- 
terdny pointed out that in the past the 
tobacco crop has been saved by rains 
which came as late as Aug. 1. The 
plants may be stunted by dry weather, 
it is said. Init may be saved by good 
weather early, in August, and thus in- 
sure a fair crop. •

HEAT RECORDS SMASHED. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 23.—One 


hundred degrees temperatures were.com- 
mon throughout the great corn bait yes- 
terday, according to tie •reports, to the 
weather bureau here. There appears to- 
be no prospect' of {decided relief 
from' 


these exhausting conditions for the next 
two days at least,", except such as may 
come from the always present possibility 
of scattered thunder-storms, which aro 
predicted for some portions of the super- 
heated'area. 


Yesterday dry thunder-storms, accom- 


panied by. rain, prevailed.in certain 
sec- 


tions of the West-^hurjdrcds 
of miles • 


apart. .They temporarily, cooled the at- 
mosphere, but brought no. relief to the 
famishing 
crops. Absolutely

fell in the corn, belt, according • to the 
official reports received here.v In West- 
ern Iowa it was a .trifle copier, wliile in 
the .eentroi) portion'1 of -the state it was 
warmer.

.ed home with a purpose. On the way 
he fell over an obstruction -and fell on 
his.face. The stem 
of the pipe was 


driven through the lower fleshy part if 
the mouth, between the jaws nnd nearly 
went through to the neck, tearing a bad 
hole. The, wound bled very profusely. 
He went to,,a. physician's office tind had 
the !wound dressed.. While the injury 
is considered very serious he will re- 
cover unless blood poisoning sets in. 


About twenty-five years ago a barn 


was built on the farm of Nicholas Web- 
er, in the town of Brighton, Keiiosha 
county. 'When ncaring completion, Jos- 
eph Leach, the contractor, was on the 
roof, when he slipped and fell to the 
ground, a distance of twenty-five feet. 
Ilia legs were broken and he was other- 
wise injured, causing his death in a leu- 
minutes. 


A few days ago Chnrles E. Williama

way, charged with firing a gun at Chris 
tian Johnson, 'a neighbor, on July 13 
was .brought in yesterday afternoon by 
Sheriff Bauinu-hn and Under Sheriff.Mut 
tcr, and occupied n cell at the county 
jail last night. 
. A Journal - representatives called a( 
the prison and sought an interview with 
the farmer. He said that he was inno- 
cent of the charge and told a story ol 
persecution which is interesting. 


Mr, Campbell admits that he tired two 


shots on the night of July 13, but tliat 
they were not aimed at Johnbon or any 
other person but in the air, for the pur- 
pose of frightening persona who had been 
throwing stones at his home, where he 
and iia mother, 80 'years old, and a sis- 
ter reside on an eighty aero farm.

—(Special.)—The people of this village 
arc highly elated over the prospects of 
^ local telephone system nnd an electric 
railway line, the latter running from 
'hicago to Milwaukee, taking in Jiacine 
\i:d Kenosha counties. 


William Hardy, a hustling and ei:ter- 


jrising citizen, has purchased the tele- 
ihone line running from Somers, Keno- 
ha~eounty to Western' Union Junction 
nd will remove it. with the instruments 


to this village, and establish a local sys- 
tem, possibly with a main office. Al- 
ready there are a few phoned in the vil- 
lage and'with thCse to bo put in by Mr. 
Hnrdy the. system will be quite com- 
plete. People are generally subscribing 
for service and in n- short time the Orove 
will have a telephone Service equal to 
any town in the county. 


The first that WHS known of the Lew 


electric'railway was this morning when 
promoters..nnd surveyors arrived at tho 
Grove and made the fact known. They 
slated that it wits the intention to run 
tho line one mile cast of the Grove, the 
object being to get under, the St. Paul 
railway tracks 
without extra 
work, 


there being-'a rondway under, the lire at 
that plaoe, but ithat a loop would be 
run to the Grove. The -people here ap-' 
pear to .want the line to come through 
the village and will make 'an "effort to 
ret it.

Under Sheriff Robert Mutter who went 


out and arrested Campbell, states that 
the farm house looks like a. small fort. 
The 
doors 
and windows are 
mostly 


boarded up and loop-holes cut in the 
sides and that all around the place are 
rocks and clubs of various sizes which 
Campbell says have been thrown against 
the building by his enemies. 


Campbell has engaged Attorney W. C. 


Palmer and proposes 
to fight in tbe 


courts. The little town of Norway is 
considerably stirred -up over tho affair 
and many witnesses wili be summoned 
to testify. 


'Farmers living in the vicinity of tho 


Campbell farm state that half of the 
things 'he reports are 
Imaginary, but 


mflnv of them say that tliey would give 
$!iO apiece to get him out of the vicinity. 
Both he and his sister arc queer acting 
and their troubles with people have been 
many. 


Mr. Campbell was arraigned 
in the 


municipal court at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. He pleaded not 
guilty to 
l-he 


charge and 
the case proceeded. C. C. 


(fittings appeared for the prisoner and 
District Atorney Lukes prosecuted the 
cose. 


Christ. Johnson, the complainant!, wa« 


the first witness culled and his testi- 
mony was not quite as strong as was ex- 
peeted.. He said that, he and Walter 
Hendrtcksoii' had bean to North Cape 
anil ottcnde an ice cream social.

Secretary of Agriculture Still Saoffnlnc 


Concerning: Corn-Yield. 


NKW YORK, July 2S.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune, from Washington says: 


Mr. Wilson, secretary of agriculture, 


has favored the Tribune with a talk on 
the effects of the long continued drought 
i uthe growing crops of the west. He 
docs not take so gloomy a view of the 
agricultural prospects between the Alle- 
gheny and the Boeky Mountains as do 
some of the so-called, experts who are 
not connected with the government ser- 
vice. Nor yet does Mr. Wilson attempt 
to minimize the injury already done and 
that will increase until there is a great 
jiri'eitiition of moisture during the next 
few weeks in the vast stretch of country 
between thecontincntalmountain rangi-s. 
While he acknowledges that the hard 
wheat belt of the northwest has been 
damaged, he does not ynt despair of any 
average yield of corn iu the corn belt. 
The most regrettable loss from the view- 
point of the department declares the see- 
rotary is tlmt of the macaroni wheat 
crop." For the lir.-ftiniu an experiment 
]ins been made this year in the produc- 
tion of this variety of wheat on n. large 
scale in the United States. Secretary 
Wilson has been encouraging this exper- 
iment ever since he hns been at the head 
of the agricultural department. 


The secretary is especially hopeful of 


an average corn crop. He says it will 
not be a record breaker or a "bumper." 
but that at this moment the prospects 
'avor a fair average yield. Mr. Wilson 
•Miid: 
"If nomet'iting oould be done to in- 


.luce the farmers in the'corn belt to ex- 
tend their period of cultivation about 
'wo weeks this year beyond the usual 
limit I would look for a'big crop."

averted.

Peterson, one of the motormen, 
was slightly hurt .and he not so fcadly 
but that he win attend to iiis duties. 


The two cards were going in opposite 


directions. Johnson' had charge of the 
south bound and Motor man Fred Kluck 
the north bound. When the switch at 
Willow Creek was reached Kluck, as wiw 
customary, proceeded 
to 
run on the 


switch, but Johnson came along with his 
car and attempted to run through, be- 
lieving the north bound car would be 
far enough on to make it safe for him 
to not stop. 


His calculations were wrong and his 


car struck the north bound car with a 
terrific crash. Kluck,1 the motortr.an of 
the north bound car, reversed .the lever, 
put on the brake and leaped from the 
cur to save himself and it was lucky he 
did, for the vestibule and side of the car 
were badly wrecked. 


Johnson remained on his car and was 


cut on 1 lie k-g and considerably bruised 
othi'rivUi', 'mt 
was able 
to continue 


work. When the crash onme there was 
a panic among the many passengers and 
they made a rush for the doors to get 
out and a few leaped from the cars, but 
not until both had stopped. • Although 
there was excitement and confusion not 
a single passenger was hurt. 


The cars were wedged together, but 


easily pulled apart, and an examination 
revealed that both were more or less 
smashed, particularly the north bound 
car. They were able.to continue under 
their own power and Johnson brought 
bis car in and Kliiek went to Milwaukee 
with his. 


When the news of the collision reach- 


ed Racine it was greatly magnified and 
reports were in circulation that one of 
the motormen hnd his legs broken and 
that three of the'passengers were badly 
injured and that one of 'the cars was in 
the ditch.

THE RISE OF KITTREDGE. 


How South Dakotu't Now Senator by Good 


Fortune Got Into a Lucrative Practice. 
"The advancement of .Alfred B. Kitt- 


redge, tho probable successor of the late 
Senator Kyle of .South Dakota, is one of 
the- most remarkable cases of luck, 
I 


have ever known," said District Attor- 
ney Lukes the other day to a Journal 
representative. '. "Not 
that. Kitlrpdge 


has not ability, nor that his rapid rise 
is due to luck ii'ione, but I never saw a 
young lawyer 'in the 
West, drop into 


such a snap and then have circumstances 
so shape 
themselves as t<^ keep the 


wheels of good fortune constantly com- 
ing his way. I knew Kittredge way 
back in the 80's. 
He wos a- young law- 


yer of barely 20 years when he came to 
Sioux Falls in 1885. Those 
who were 


out in the Dakota* in the early SO's well 
remember'that along with the inllux of 
homesteaders 
came 
young 
doctors, 


clergymen and lawyers, enough 
to ad- 


minister' to the physical and commercial 
needs of a .community fifty years older. 
Tlie faet that a man did not 
succeed 


was not necessarily a mark of inabil- 
ity fat there were scores 
of 
brainy 


young men who after spending their 
savings were forced to tuni back to old- 
er settlements to get a living. With 
this rush came Alfred Kittrcdge, 
fresli 


from the Yale law school. He located 
in Sioux Falls, which had tho reputation 
of being the liveliest town in the new 
country, though Pierre, Huron. Watcr- 
toivn and Aberdeen. were striving hard 
to outstrip it. Sioux Fulls was lull of 
lawyers, there was about one was every 
ten people in the town. Of course there 
was plenty of business, but the older 
lawyers who had been there for five or 
six years were doing the cream 
of the 


business, and among them C. H. Winsor, 
formerly 
of Kenosha, took 
the lead. 


Young Kiltredge had about as lonesome 
a time for a, couple of years as falls to 
the lot of any new pra-tcitioner, but 
he 


had more nerve and stick-to-it-tive-ness 
than some of the others, for he was stll 
wuitng for clients after a hundred oth- 
ers had taken down their shingles. By 
some good fortune, 
jtut how it was 


brought about, Winsor took Kittredge 
into partnership, and the young lawyer 
immediately found scope for a display of 
his talents. -A couple 
of years 
later, 


when Sioux Fulls was at the xenitli of 
its popularity as a place for mangling 
mismated' matrimonial matches, Winsor 
suddenly left for the rVst, and Kilt- 
rcdge inherited the 
best paying law 


business ir. South Dakota. He became 
the attorney for the Chicago, Milwaukee 
ifc St. Paul railway and later when 
the 


Great Northern railway entered South. 
Dakota, he was chosen by 'Jim' Hill to 
look after his interests. Anyone con- 
versant with the affairs 
of South Da- 


kola knows hbw tlie railroads have dom- 
inated the state, how every branch of in- 
dustry is made to pay tribute. Jt was 
the opposition 
to the aggresiveness of 


the railroads that gave rise to Populism 
and which finally compelled certain con- 
cessions in the interests of the people. 


Kittredge was elected state senator 


from Minnehaha county in 1889 and re- 
ejected in 1S01, and though he has not 
held otficc since then he has been at the 
head of the Heptiblieau party and the 
dispenser of federal 
patronage 
in the 


state, lie has been the South 
Dakota 


member 
of the National 
Republican 


committee for eight years, and his eleva- 
tion to the senatorsliip is well deserved, 
if service for the party be taken 
into 


Account.''

many pounds, otherwise we-should leave 
our "happy homes in a'hurry and start 
011 a jonrney 
from which we would 


never return-—going ou-t into space to 
hobnob.with aoincts and astcriods and 
other 
celestial wanderers. This old 


earth is a wliinlor and a twirler. It has 
more-curves tlimi a baseball in the hands 
of an expert pitcher. You have seen the 
experiment'of'swinging a pail of water 
over the head without spilling the water. 
The earth is giving us the same sort of 
a swing. 


It is as it some ginnt were, stationed 


•at the point of space wher the ceutcr of 
the earth is. with' a string upward .of 
3,000 miles in length attached to us and 
were swinging us1 around at the end of 
it. This rat* of circular motion is ap- 
proximately''1,000 jnilcs ml hour. It is 
a pretty rupid swing, and the fact that 
on account of (his rapidity we have a 
'considerable tendency to take a long 
jump severnl thousand miles into space 
iniiat make a considerable difl'erence in 
the pressure when we step ou the weigh- 
ing miidiiue. If the earth were to stop 
its whirling some day for a short time

raised and hauled to shore by means of 
a huge and intricate system of blocks, 
tackles, cables and ginpoles. 


Under the contract granted by the 


government to the Chamberlain firm the 
vessels have to be raised free of cost to 
the government, the firm relying on this 
salvage for its profit, and of this the 
government is to receive 3 per cent.

the distance in an uir lino wan some- 
thing over 300 miles. Onr course Jay 
across tho northeastern part of tho sea 
at

enormous 
cliffs, 


mountain masses and peaks shining on 
the right, while in the other direction 
the view was bounded by the distant 
range of tho lunar Apennines, Home of 
whose towering peaks, when viewed 
from our immense elevation, appeared 
as sharp as the Swiss Matterhorn. 


When -wo bad arrived witbiu about 


100 miles of our destination, we found 
ourselves floating directly over the so 
called Harbinger mountains. The ser- 
rated peaks of Aristarchus then appear- 
ed. ahead of us, fairly blazing in tho 
sunshine. 
It seemed ns if a gipantio stricg of 


diamonds, every one as groat us a moun- 
tain peuk, had been oast down upon tho 
barren surface of the moon and left to 
waste their brilliance upon tho desert 
air of this abandoned world. 
, As we rapidly approached the daz- 
zling splendor of the mountain became 
almost unbearable to oar eyes, and we 


chemist and maker' of artificial' dia- 
monds, fairly danced with delight.

When we wero comparatively near, 


the mountain no longer soemsd to glow 
with a uniform radiance, evenly dis- 
tributed over its entire surface, but now 
innumerable points of light, all as bright.

Its crop mow the tops of tlie plants 
close to tbe ground and Imrn them as 
soou as dry eniiugu, choosing a. time 
wlieu there is wind enough to cause the 
flre to run quickly and :iot burn too 
long in one place. Then the weeds can 
be cut out with the hoe and perhaps 
the old plants and the land left to the 
new plants or runners. Some tirst work 
the paths between the rows aud make 
Hie soil fine and rich with manure or- 
fertilizer, then eut a new path where 
the Old row stood, tints keeping the bed 
In the same place iirnclieally for sever- 
al years. While this is an old fashioned 
ojie'thod, those who are limited In their 
gardens or In land where they can 
grow strawberries can scarcely try any 
better method until rust or insects be- 
gin to lujure the plants. It may not be 
adapted us well to those -who grow 
strawberries by the acre, says Ameri- 
can Cultivator.
